That because the state governments, which had legal power 
to act regarding land, failed to act, therefore the federal 
government was forced to step in with an action of doubtful 
legality.

The 
commandant of tile corps was Lieut. 
John J. Pershing and forty years later 
the two were again associated when 
the amateur bandsmen became head of 
the department under which the re- 
tired general of the armies had won 
world-wide fame. 


Dern cut short his university career 


to accompany his parents wiien they 
moved from Nebraska to Utah. There 
he got a job as bookkeeper with a 
mining company, studied technical as- 
pects of the industry in his spare hours, 
and eventually became the concern's 
general manager.

dairying, canning, power and banking.

Those being the days of push and pull 
foolball, brawn was one of Ihe chief 
requisites for gridiron performance 
and young Dern had it. He was just 
under six feet in height and usually 
weighed around 175 pounds;: 


In the university cadet corps Dern 


played an alto horn in the band. The 
commandant of the corps was Lieut. 
John J. Pershing and forty years later 
Ihe Iwo were again associaled when, 
the amateur bandsmen became head of 
the department under which the re- 
tired general of the armies had won 
world-wide fame. 


Dern cut short his university career 


to accompany his parents when they 
moved from Nebraska to Utah. There 
he got a job as bookkeeper with a 
mining company, studied technical as- 
pects o£ the industry in his spare hours, 
and eventually became the concern's 
general manager. In later years his 
business interests included 
mining, 


dairying, canning, power and banking. 


In politics he made a mark as state 


senator for eight years, then served as 
many more as governor before going 
to Washington.

After a short apprenticeship 
on its books, he wns made treasurer 
of the company and when, six years 
ater, the company absorbed 
other 


nines and became the Consolidated 
VTercur Gold Mines company, he was 
lamed general manager. 


He continued in that post until the 


company closed its mines in 1913. Then 
ic was successively general manager 
of the Mines Operating company at 
Park City, Utah, and of the Tintic 
Milling company at Silver City, Utah. 


In 1914 he made his first essay into 


politics and was,elected to the state 
senate, serving in that legislative body 
through 1923. He sponsored the state's 
workmen's compensation act, its cor- 
rupt practices law and scvcral other 
progressive measures. In world war 
years he was a member of the state 
council of defense. 


He ran for governor in 1924, his op- 


ponent being Governor Mabey and 
someone evolved the punning slogan 
"We want a "Dcrn" good governor and 
we don't mean 'Mabey'." He was elect- 
ed for a four-year term and at once 
became active in the Boulder Dam dis- 
cussion. 


Dcrn took the position that the Colo- 


rado river belonged to the several 
states through which it flowed and not 
to the federal government. Therefore, 
he contended, congress must take into 
account the future needs of the upper 
basin states, although at the same time 
he acknowledged the justice of Cali- 
fornia's plea that the dam should be 
built so as to protect lives and proper- 
ty in the Imperial Valley from periodic 
floods. 


In 1927 he was made chairman of the 


seven states conference and when he 
ran for re-election as 
governor he 


scored another victory. This extended 
his term until January 1, 1933. 


Dcrn was married June 7, 1899, to 


Lottie Brown of Fremont, Neb. They 
became the parents of three sons and 
four daughters. Two of the daughters 
died in early youth. 


He was a member of the American 


Institute of Mining and Metallurgical 
Engineers, a Shrincr and 32nd degree 
Scottish Rite Mason. His college fra- 
ternity was Delta Tau Delta. He at- 
tended the Congregational church.

She has been grant- 
ed equality with fncn when it comes 
to voting at the polk; she is accepted 
on a parity so far as the right to-earn 
her own living is concerned. The jok- 
er in the case, however, lies in the 
fact that she is governed by a man- 
made constitution which prevents her 
from insuring protection of her pay 
envelope. 


Though women's collective distress 


is not so sensational as the individual 
cases that have been thrown on the 
world's front pages,,the resultant trag- 
edy is greater.

Brooklyn, was charged with tamper- 
ing with His records in order to show 
that he had,paid the minimum wage 
to the women employed in his laun- 
dry. Eventually the case reached the 
Supreme Court, and the decision now 
points the way to lower wages for any 
woman in any state. The verdict o'f

Russian government officially denied 
that Stalin or any other army leader 
had broadcast a speech Wednesday, it 
was said that Stalin never speaks over 
the radio, and that reports to this ef- 
fect were canards of suspcious origin.)

Reporting Stalin's words as contain- 


ed in one of the "three most warlike 
spzoches Russia's fighting forces ever 
heard," the newspaper said they were 
broadcast a l o n g with militaristic 
speeches by Klemcnti E. Voroshiloff, 
commissar of war and marine; Mar- 
shal Michail Tukhashevsky, vice com- 
missar of defense; and M. Alksnis- 
Astrov, head of the military air force. 
The speeches, the newspaper said, 
were addressed to virtually all Rus- 
sia's fighting men, numbered between 
1,300,000 and 1,500,000.

5,000 airplanes and many tanks. It 
has been called the greatest peace- 
time army the world has ever known.

And they arc confront- 
ed by the need to take what they can 
get for their toil, left to the mercy of 
the shrewd bargainer.

for a job to exact the maximum of 
work for the minimum of pay. 


Woman's Plight Created Paradox 


on Equality 


After all, common sense tells us that 


any woman, given her choice, would 
prefer to bake pies and cookies in her 
own clean 
bright 
kitchen; put up 


glasses of colored jellies; sit down with 
the morning paper or a magazine for 
an hour or two when the beds are 
made and the dishes washed; and 
know that the bills are paid—any wo- 
man would prefer such a program to 
one that calls for the pins, needles or 
bolts, hour after hour, that often as 
not doesn't pay her enough for a good 
hamburger sandwich when the clock 
strikes twelve. 


Long, long ago, when women were 


little more than slaves, their prob- 
lems of labor were individualized. A 
woman whose husband worked her i 
too hard could seek no relief. Today, j 
when women work side by side, at' 
least they can band together to de-, 
inand their simple rights. You can't 
blame them for being puzzled in an 
order that avows a fine social con- 
science or a chivalrous hangover yet 
makes it impossible to establish pro- 
tection against exploiters of their labor.

Reynolds centered his fire on the 


2,800. Hi- brought some of their -case 
histories before the .senate and rep- 
resented thorn to he anything but de- •' 
sii-nble citizens. So tin., bill died and 
the bureau of immiuratioii had no 
alternative but to proceed with Ihe 
deportation. 


Deportation Slow 


But inquiry at the bureau indicates 


that the wheels of deportation move 
slowly. Then; wns no 
information 


whethrc many or ay of the 2.8000 had 
been deported although thedeportntion 
machinery had been ordered to roll. 


It developed, one immigration offi- 


cial said, that some were entitled to 
reinvesti|>ation. Other

congress convenes next January there 
will be quite a few of the deprJrt;ib!cs 
still in this country subject lo relief ,
